16th Century 
The Seto clay, kiln established about 1215 A-D., has remained since that time 
the most desirable clay in Japan for porcelain.

Note: Fine specimen of Seto ware in perfect condition showing the Kylin 
reclining, and growling. Attributed to a very early period of the kiln, known 
as “Old Seto” and produced at the same time as were experiments with Chinese 
clay there called Toshino Karamono (or China ware of Toshino ). 


LARGE OLD GLOBULAR IRON KETTLE: INDENTED LEGS 

18th Century 
Pierced rim and place for inserting a rod for suspending over a fire. Hand- 
wrought in fine condition. Height 8%, diameter 13 inches 


LARGE GLOBULAR TRON LANTERN WITH CREST OF HIDEYOSHI 

loth Century 
In a pierced design with the Phoenix and the Pawlonia, 13 x 12 inches; three 
kettle feet and also ring for hanging. Hand-hammered iron utensils of this 
period are very rare. 


Note: The Pawlonia was the crest of the great and cruel Taiko, Hideyoshi, and 
the piece dates from the Momogama period, second half of the 16th Century. 


Two PIEcEs OF ANCIENT JAPANESE HAND-HAMMERED [RON 

Writing case with cover, showing the Imperial Cloud Dragon, in low relief, 
rounded corners; small pot, flattened spheroid, swinging ring handles, and 
(new) bronze cover to which is soldered the old iron knop. (2 pieces) 


Four JAPANESE SYMBOLIC ITEMS IN VARIOUS MEDIUMS 

Ancient green bronze small dragon in relief: Coral fossil, impressed with the 
Kiki or Chrysanthemum, the symbol of the Imperial Dynasty, mounted in 
teakwood in the belief it was petrified; Small figure of the Buddhist Saint 
Kobodaishi, made at the great Buddhist Temple at Koya Mountain. It was 
beautifully modelled by the famous Priest Dairen from the ashes of the Temple 
incense, perhaps a hundred years ago; a Kogo or travelling shrine, of Lotus 
Leaf ribbed shape, seated Buddha with gold-leaf mounts inside. (4 pieces) 
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Two OLD MIRRORS AND A HAND-wROUGHT IRON STAND 

The stand (signed) made to resemble one of the large old coins; small 
bronze and silver hand-wrought mirror, Tokugawa period; larger mirror 
(Chinese) with relief of birds and grapes, said to be bronze of the Sixth Cen- 
tury (T’ang Dynasty), as see example in the Field Museum, Chicago. (3 
Pieces ) 


CHINESE BRONZE SMALL Koro, POTTERY JAR, AND 


CLOISONNE RounD Box 
18th Century small incense burner and cover, knop and upright handles; round 
cloisonne incense case with cover, bamboo design, ribbon border, gold bronze 
lining; Small pottery tea-jar, orange-peel glaze, Chinese, with (added) wood 
cover.

CHINESE OLD PEWTER TEA-JAR AND COVER AND 


FIVE PEWTER SAUCERS 
The tall square jar has ribbed sides and roughened surface; the small saucers 
or dishes have extended ends, with incised floral decoration.

Rare and curious: for molding hot arrow points, which lay in groves on the 
base until cool enough to release.

Flat Dragon form, 2 seals, two small slides, ball (damaged) ; hook with enamel 
inlay (some damage) ; 3 arrow-heads (2 have been cleaned), and an adze which 
has been cleaned, length four inches. (10 pieces) 


Four CHINESE ANCIENT SMALL PIECES AND ONE JAPANESE 

Ancient Buddhist bronze amulet, leaf shape with saints in relief; white jade 
amulet with pierced formal dragon decoration; bronze Shishi (lion) penrest; 
bronze grotesque seated figure as a seal; miniature silver Writer’s Inkstand, 
exquisitely fashioned as a tiny gourd, the silver brush-holder with gourd re- 
lief ; attached are tiny jade pendants.

With cords, ivory and wood stoppers. Height five, six and eight-and-a-half 
inches, in good condition and rare.

An ivory measure for the Tea Ceremony, 18th Century; Silver-mounted han- 
dle for a Short Sword, with the “kuyobashi” crest of nine dots representing 
stars, 17th Century ; Lacquer Inro, tortoiseshell and sharkskin mosaic, showing 
the figures of Dancing Foreigners, suggested to be Dutchmen, who paraded 
annually in the early days, and their musical instruments made a strong im- 
pression on the Japanese. slightly time-worn.

Two IMporTANT JAPANESE BRONZES: ONE IS SIGNED 

An Ox, resting, the Imperial 16-petal chrysanthemum on his forehead, done 
in honor of the Emperor Meiji, in the 35th year of his reign, 1902. Signed and 
dated by Saku. A small bronze and silver mirror, 16th Century, with the figure 
of a Portuguese on the reverse. «(Figures of “foreigners” done in Japan at this 
period are of the utmost rarity. (2 pieces) 


JAPANESE “TsuZUMI’” OR DRUM 
18th Century 
Vellum with rope ties and lacquer center. Height 12 inches 


Note: A rare original used for classical ““Naganta” music. 


REFEREE’S FAN IN WRESTLER COMBATS 
Known in Japan as ‘“Gumpei”’, carved of wood, with long handle and cord. 
Length 17 inches 


LACQUER TRAVELLING LUNCH Box: COMPLETE SERVICE FOR THREE 
In a bold design of the Botan (peony) leaf and flower in rich gold on fine 


red-brown lacquer, used in Japan for lunch in cherry-blossom or autumn maple, 


“Viewing”. The best artistic workmanship throughout of the Middle Toku- 
gawa Period about 1750. It came from a “Samurai” family as one of its 
treasures, and packs compactly into a chest and two boxes all of the fine gold 
lacquer — one of the three narrow drawers in the chest is slightly stuck, but 
can be opened with care. In addition there are sets of three each, bowls and 
covered bowls large and small (12 pieces) and two covered small boxes and 
three cups. The covers of course can be used as extra dishes, six trays, large 
and small two boxes (one covered) a long box and a large spoon or ladle. 
Together 27 pieces and the chest with hinged cover. The whole fits into the 
outer, or travelling box, in which it was packed. (29 pieces in all)

The Base, 35 x 13 inches supports the Cabinet (entire height 40 inches) with 
recessed small cabinets, drawers and compartments, all in the finest Togodashi 
gold lacquer, the cabinet doors in Takamakiye in “picture lacquer” with touch 
of color. There are two secret compartments at the top, and the over-all de- 
coration is the Pawlonia Crest, used by Hideyoshi the Great Taiko. The work- 
manship throughout is of such superb quality that this cabinet might well have 
come from that famous family. The reverse is as beautifully finished. A 
ane Rampant in gold relief on polished gold lacquer on the lower cabinet 
oors. 


A SIx-FOOT JAPANESE SCREEN OF THE FINEST QUALITY; 
Four PANELS 

Landscape and marine panels in cut velvet on ivory rep silk—a large Galley 
sailing on the Inland Sea, a view of wooded promontories with a snowy Fuji 
high beyond, etc. These panels measure 50 x 26 inches set in brocade bor- 
ders, and inserted above black silk panels with large star designs in creamy 
embroidery.
